What’s New at Shanna Schmidt Numismatics Inc. 


Hi everyone! I’m trying to grasp what little time there is left of summer before life gets 
chaotic. I hope you are also enjoying the last days of summer. There are some really 
fantastic auctions on the horizon. I’ve just received my copy of the Roma auction that 
will take place on September 29 in London. There are some beautiful coins within and 
great pedigrees to match. Kudos to Richard Beale and his team on getting some great 
consignments. I’m happy to see more material with collector history in his auctions. It 
isn’t easy to get good material for auctions (I know this from experience) so his hard 
work is showing in the quality of the auctions. NAC is conducting their 116 th and 117 th 
auctions back to back at the beginning of October in Zurich. NAC has perfected the 
auction experience in my opinion. Great auction location, great material and just an all 
around classy event. NAC has part 1 of a very important collection of Greek coins that is 
luckily coming back into the market. There are some rarities that you will not see again 
for a very long time. More below on that. Kiinker is holding their Fall auction 
extravaganza in the second week of October. While a bit out of the way, Osnabriick is a 
great location and Kiinker does a phenomenal job of making traveling there worth it for 
dealers and/or collectors. 


Here is a snapshot of what is coming up: 


Goldberg Auction 112 (Sept 3-4) 

I mentioned this last week but it is worth repeating. The Long Beach coin show is 
coming up and Goldberg is hosting their normal pre-Long Beach auction. Along with 
U.S. and world coins, there are some ancient coins being auctioned. Day 1 of the auction 
is ancient ( 149 ) and world gold coins ( 280 ). I typically bid online for these auctions, 
although I have visited a few times and it was a good experience. Their online bidding is 
fair and there is no additional fee for it so unless there is a real need to fly out there to 
view something it does the trick. They have a nice selection of Greek coins on offer, 
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nothing that is extraordinarily rare but nice quality common pieces. They also have a 
pretty decent offering of Judean coins with some obscure types. I will be participating in 
the auction so please get in touch if you need my help. 


Heritage Auction Long Beach Signature Sale (Sept 5-6) 

Heritage is the auctioneer of the Long Beach show and has two days of sales during that 
show. The first day has 373 ancient coins on offer. Just having had their Platinum 
auction at the ANA, as well as other auctions, it is surprising the amount of material 
that Heritage has. This auction has a lot of common but nice quality coins on offer. 
There are a lot of Roman aurei as well that are reasonably estimated. The only thing to 
keep in mind is that the coins in Heritage are encapsulated so keep this in mind when 
bidding. 


CNG MBS 112 (Sept ll) 

CNG’s mail bid sale 112 will close Sept 11 with 662 lots of ancient, world and british 
coinage. The mail bid sales should not be confused with their electronic auctions which 
have nice material but definitely a step under the MBS or their Triton auction. The MBS 
also is featured in catalog form and is distributed among collectors and dealers. This 
auction has several beautiful pedigreed pieces. I have good terms to offer for 
representation so please get in touch if you need my help. 


Upcoming Europe Trip (Sept 22-Oct 11) - UPDATE 

I will be going to Europe starting on the 22nd. I will be attending and/or taking part in 
the following events: Roma Auction XVIII (Sept 29), NAC116 (Oct 1), Kiinker (Oct 7-11), 
Gorny & Mosch - viewing only (Oct 14).

Coin of the Week 

BRITISH TOKEN. Middlesex 290. London, Piccadilly. London Corresponding Society. 
1796. 

JE halfpenny, ll.24g (29mm). Dies by Jacob made for Skidmore. A man hanging from a 
gallows, P(eye)T (A Pitt rebus) above the crossbar, a cap of Liberty on a pole behind, an 
obelisk inscribed 1796 on the upper part, PEACE on the lower part, a shield with an 
anchor and HOPE written above; symbols of religious and political power strewn on the 
ground below; LIBERTY AND NOT SLAVERY around / A circular legend around a LCS 
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cypher; DEDICATED TO THE LONDON CORRESPONDING SOCIETY in the outer ring; 
MAY THESE ENDEAVORS MEET REWARD in the inner ring. Edge: Milled.

Buy Coin 


By the end of the i70o’s the copper coinage for commerce in England was in a bad state. Coins 
for everyday purchases were in poor condition and counterfeits ran amok. This led to an 
ingenious innovation by the public. Tokens of similar size and quality were produced by 
merchants and private citizens and distributed as good currency for commerce. Over time 
there were so many tokens produced that finding one minted by the government was 
unlikely. The demand far exceeded the supply as people also began to collect them. Finally in 
1797 the government intervened and produced the copper two penny and one penny pieces. 


Many people know these tokens as “Condor ” tokens. This was because a man named James 
Condor of Ipswich published an arrangement of the tokens in 1798, just one year after the 
introduction of the new government issues. There are thousands of tokens out there and the 
fun in collecting all of them would be a lifelong project.
